Car Ferries on Irish Sea. 


Car ferries are amiliar modes of 
freight transportation across water 
barriers in this country, but have not 
been much exploited in Europe. The 
most notable example, perhaps, has 
been that which connect Germany and 
& eden, The latest development of 
the idea is an important scheme, re- 
cently begun, for ferries from Ireland 
to Seotland and England, one to con- 
vey railroad freight cars from Larne, 
Antrim, to Strauvaer; the other, con- 
necting Dublin end Holyhead, Walrs, 
The latter will be about the same dis- 
tance as the German-Sweden line but 
will be through rougher watere.

Soma'iland. 

Somaliland, the scene of this severe 
reverse, is an arid waste divided up 
between Great Britain, Italy, France, 
and Abyssinia. The present Somali 
Leoples are possessed of no general 
type and their physical characteristics 
vary corsiderably, showing signs of 
interbreeding with Arabs, Abyssinians 
and negroes. They are a race of mag- 
nificent physique, tall, active, and ro- 
bust, Negro blood is shown in their 
frequently black complexions and 
wooly hair. The Somall are a fight- 
ing race. All go armed with spear, 
shield, and short sword, as well as a 
gun, when it is obtainable, During the 
rains incessant intertribal lootings of 
cattle take place. Among certa‘u 
tribes those who have killed a man 
have the right to wear an ostrich fea- 
ther in their hair. Somaliland was 
one of the last tracts of Africa to be 
explored by Europeans. ‘The occupa- 
tion of Aden by the British in 1809 
proved the starting point in the open- 
ing up of the country, Aden being the 
chief port with which the Somali of 
the opposite coast traded. The Brit- 
fsh Somaliland #rotectorate extends 
along the Gulf of / len for about 400 
miles, and stretches inland to a 
breadth varying from 86 to 200 as 
About 50,000 people are settled in the 
toast tuwns; the rést are nomads, who 
are almost constantly giving trouble. 
The British connection with the Som- 
ali coast dates from the early years 
of the last century, but British auth- 
o-ity was not doefinitely established, 
and in 1854 Richard Burton's expedi- 
tion was attacked at Berbera. In 
1874 the ambition of Ismail Pasha, 
Khedive of Egypt, led him to occupy 
the posts of Tajura, Berbera and Bul- 
har, as well as Harrar in the hinter- 
land. Ten years later,-in consequence 
of the revolt of the Mahdi in the 
Bgyptian Soudan the Khedivial gar- 
risons were withdrawn. Thereupon, 
Great Britain, partly to secure the 
route to the East via the Suez Canal, 
occupied Zaila, Berbera and Bulhar, 
officials being sent from Aden to goy- 
ern the posts. Treaties guaranteeing 
British protection. were concluded 
with various Somali tribes, and: the 
boundaries of the protectorate were 
defined by agreements with France, 
Italy, and Abyssinia. In 1899 Mo- 
hammed bin Abdullah, popularly 
known as the Mad Mullab, first came 
upon the scene. He had made sev- 
eral pilgrimages to Mecca, where he 
had attached himself to a sect which 
enjoined strict observance of the te- 
nets of Islam, and placed an inter- 
dict on the use of the leaves of the 
kat plant, much sought after by, the 
coast Arabs and Somali for their stim- 
ulating and intoxicating properties. 
At first the Mullah’s influence was 
exerted for good, and he kept the 
tribes over whom he had control at 
peace. Accredited with the possession 
of supernatural powers, he gathered 
around him a strong following. In 
the next few years Britain suffered 
several disastrous reverses and during 
th? first months of 1910 the advanced 
posts were -withdrawn and the Brit- 
ish administration confined to the 
coast towns. In support of this deci- 
jion it was urged that it was no good 
ursuing people whom it was impossi- 
ble to catch, that the isolated posis 
in the interior had not been able to 
protect the friendly tribes, and that 
the semi-desert nature of the country 
did not justify any attempt at econo~ 
mic developme.t. Before the witl- 
drawal arrangements were made for 
arming and..organizing the tribes in 
the Protectorate in their own defence. 


Free Emigration For Widows. 


By October twenty widows with one 
child each are required to sail for New 
South Wales to take up domestic 
work, the money for the journey be- 
ing advanced by a practical Imperial- 
ist who desires to remain anonymous. 

The step is regarded as an experi- 
ment in assisting a new type of emi- 
grant. Applicants for free passages 
must not be more than thirty-five 
years of age, must produce their hus- 
bands’ death certificates, and must, 
of course, be healthy and of exem- 
plary character. 

The result of this offer will be that 
a brighter future will present itself to 
many widows who have hitherto 
struggled against adversity, and it is 
s_ecially intended to help those who 
have thcreby become brave and more 
self-rellant, The successful applicants 
will be requirea to give a guarantee 
to take up domestic work, probably 
in the Bush, where it is easier to find 
accommodation for a child. 


Queen Victoria In Movies. 


The life of the late Queen Victoria 
in moving pictures is now in prepar- 
ation by one of the leading firms in 
the cinematograph business. After 
five months of preliminary work in 
studying historical authorities, pro- 
ducers are now ready to photograph 
escenes from the 64 years reign of 
Queen Victoria at a cost of $25,000. 

Three actresses will appear as the 
Queen at different stages of her life. 
The incidents depicted will include 
the first council of her Ministers a 
few hours after her accession, her 
coronation, her reception of the ex- 
plorer, David Livingstone, and the 
marriage of the Prince of Wales, af- 
cerward King Edward VII. Then come 
pictures representing ber audiences 
with the Duke of Wellington, Lord 
Melbourne, Gladstone, Disraeli and 
John Bright. Other scenes show her 
opening Parliament and quletly driy- 
ing in the Highlands and elsewhere.

Harold Spender, in a recent Lon- 
don News says: 

The vivid pen picture of English 
private schools given to the House of 
Commons by the Minister of Educa- 
tion have come as a shock. Dothe- 
‘boy Hall, it seems, still flourishes in 
our midst, and the work of Dickens 
requires to be done over again. 

Matthew Arnold pointed this out 
with all his power a generation ago, 
and the story has been since repeated 
by many brilliant writers and critics. 
But the English people are deaf, and 
in hundreds of cases parents prefer to 
send their children to these schools 
even when there are the very best free 
public schools round the corner. Bad 
education, seems samehow always to 
consort with ‘gentility.’ 

But now certain: remarkable signs 
are appearing: The boys from the 
council schools, profiting. by a t'ior- 
ough training at the most impression- 
able years, are invading our seton- 
dary schools and universities, «and 
compelling the middle classes to look 
the facts in the face. The other day 
ten council school boys appeared as 
wranglers at Cambridge. J am inform- 
ed that in many of the secondary 
schools of the L.C.C. winners of schol- 
arships often rapidly take the lead 
of the middle-class children. 

At the universities the public 
schools still keep an fron hand over 
tho sports, but ja matters of educa- 
tion they are often beaten by boys 
from the grammar schools and the 
council schools, It is clear 
great crisis in education is approach- 
ing. he middle-class parent will 
have to wake up if he and his off- 
spring are to avoid defeat in the 
struggle. A national comparison 1r.- 
veals the same facts. In secondary 
education England {s far bebind both 
Scotland and Wales. he higher edu- 
cation of Scotland, stimulated by the 
great boon of the Carnegie Trust, is 
moving steadily forward: both in the 
schools and in’ the universities. 

The result is seen by the fact that 
the unhappy English boy, though 
born of a stock certainly not less gift- 
ed, is too often beaten by the Scots 
boy in the competition for all tho 
higher offices and posits, both of learn- 
ing and business. The attitude of the 
middle class in England is, indeed, 
one that exeeeds onder. They pay 
the education rate, but in nine cases 
out of ten they refuse to avail them- 
selves of it, They aciually pay in 
order that their children should re- 
ceive a far worse education than the 
working classes receive without pay- 
ing another pennhy. 


Exhausted with the expense of pay- | 


ing for bad schooling they often find 
themselves, at the critical moment, 
unable to start their children in life. 
Thus they lose the one great financial 
handicap that they have over their 
working-class competitors. Mean- 


while, these parents are too often un- | 


necessarily obsessed with the middle- 
class habit of sending their children 


away from home—a habit produced | 


by the lack of good secondary schools 
cvenly distributed . throughout the 
country, By senoing their children 
away they lose control over their lives 
and they sacrifice all Influence over 
their characters, 

And then they are surprised to find 
that at the age when life is opening 
to their children they have lost all 
parental control, and have not even 
obtained .any superior educational 
value. ‘ : 


Compulsory Massage Licenses. 

Steps are to be taken at once |-- 
the London County Council to formu- 
late proposals for inclusion in the'r 


General Powers Bill next year to li- | 


cense massage establishments and 
maternity homes. Powers of r° ‘s- 
tr.tion, with the right of inspection, 
may be included in the bill, which 
will be designed to stamp out so-call- 
ed massage, manicure, and electric 
light treatment houses, 

Asked to explain the position, the 
chairman of the public control com- 
mittee of the council, said: ‘There is 
no ¢ ubt that th» evil is growing, and 
the police have no power to enter the 
houses. It is also almost impossible 
t obtain warrants for tue arrest of 
those who conduct them, because in- 
formants will not come forward. 

“We shall submit proposals for in- 
clusion in next year’s General Powers 
Bill, The police are giving us every 
facility in our inquiries, and I hope 
we shall obtain power to regisier such 
establishments, which will involve the 
right of inspection by council offi- 
cers. If they are not satisfied the 
places will be struck off the register. 

“There are many places which con- 
duct a perfecily legitimate business, 
and these will welcome registration.” 


Condemned Modern Dances. 


Canon Newbolt, preaching in St. 
Paul's Cathedral,~ London, recently, 
strongly condemned the modern 
dances and those novels of ihe pres- 
ent day which, in the nauseous un- 
reserve of the society novel, dealt 
with sex problems. 

Such dances and such books, the 
preacher said, flourished because so- 
ciety persuaded itself that immodest 
is artistic, and that anything is per- 
migsible which removes monotony, 
He asked, ‘‘Would an indecent dance, 
suggestive of evil and destructive of 
modest. , disgrace our civilization for 
a moment if professed Christians 
were to say, ‘I will not allow my 
daughter to turn into a Salome, even 
although Herod were to give me half 
bis kingdom?'”’

‘Stead, heroic victim of the Titanic dis- 
aster, welcome acquaintance of ings 
and Emperors and others in the seats 
of the mighty, and probably the most 
noted journalist in the world, was a 
firm believer in psychic ‘communica- 


tion with the world of the hereafteg. 
When preparing to face death, he ra 
iterated that belief and spoke of join- 


ing his previously deceased son, from 
whom he had stated, verbally and inh 
carefully prepared printed volumes, 
he had received numerous messages 
from the spirit world thraugh the

medium of an inbabitant of that re- 


gion whom he knew as ‘‘Julia.”’ 
Scienee has now taken a decided 
hand ir this problem, debated and de- 
bateable from the beginning of sen- 
| tient existence, in a recent statement 
of the famous Englishman, Sir Oliver 
Lodge, admittedly the best all-round 
selentist in the world at the present 
| time. He is president of the British 
| Association, 


| scientific body on earth, and he has 
announced that in his presidential ad- 
dress on September 10, he wiil offer 
complete evidence to show ‘‘an ulti- 
vate continuity of existence before. 
and after death as essential to sel- 
ence,’’ which, if. accepted, will be a 
distinct alignment of the most ad- 
| vanced scientific thought on the side 
| of immortality. Sir Oliver already 
has asserted that “the boundary be- 
tween the two states—the known and 
the unknown, life and death -— is 
wearing thin in places, and excavators 
are ehgaged In boring a@ tunnel from 
| Opposite ends. We are beginning to 
hear now and then strokes fromthe 
pickaxes of our comrades on the oth- 
er side.” 

Sir Oliyer Lodge has heen a close 
and skeptical student of psychical 
phenomena for many years, and after 
long and ‘patient observance of the 
| famous Italian psychic, Eusapia Pal- 
ladino, was forcedto admit that ‘‘any 
persoh without invineiblé prejudice, 
who had the same experiences, would 
come to the same broad eonclusion, 
namely, that things heretofore held 
impossible do actually occur. ... The 
result of my. experience js to vcon- 
vince me that cevtain phenomena con- 
sidered supernatural do helong te 
the order of nature.”
